OPA Lifts Bans 
Against Gifts 
Of Rationed Food 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 8.—(#)— 
The prohibition against gifts of 
rationed foods was lifted by the 
Office of Price Administration to- 
night in time to let families and 
charitable groups make their tra- 
ditional Christmas presents of 
hams, jellies, cheese, preserves 
and other foods. 

Gifts of shoes from one consum- 
er to another also may be made. 

Under the widely violated pre- 
vious regulation, it was unlawful 
to pass on to someone else a pur- 
chase of rationed goods without 
collecting ration stamps. 

This threatened to put an end 
to the custom by organized chari- 
ties of giving presents of food to 
needy families at Christmas. 

The ban still holds for dealers. 

OPA also eased its shoe import 
regulations, so that consumers can 
get shoes made outside this coun- 
try ration-free, either as gifts from 
civilians or soldiers abroad or as 
personal imports. The collector of 
customs will release such shoes ra- 
tion-free although not more than 
two pairs may be released to the 
same pefson in the same transac- 
i10n.

As the Fifth Army’s gruelling 
offensive against the core of the 
German line apparently neared 
full success after a week’s bitter 
fighting, General Sir Bernard L. 
Montgomery’s veteran Eighth 
Army reported limited advances 
in the area of the Moro river, 
where the stream empties into the 
Adriatic. | 


Hard, stubborn fighting. contin- 
ued to rage inland arougtl Orsog 
na, some 10 miles inlgnd. And 
German radio reported that M 
gomery had launched a strong 
new assault against enemy posi- 
tions on the eastern slopes of the 
towering Maiella mountains west 
of Casoli, approximately 15 miles 
from the Adriatic. The Maiella 
range rises to a height of nearly 
8,500 feet only 10 miles from Ca- 
soli. 


It was disclosed that the crack 
German 65th Infantry division 
had been so badly smashed by 
Montgomery’s advance that Field 
Marshal General Albert Kessel- 
ring had been forced to replace it 
in the front line with the 90th 
Armored Grenadier division. One 
battalion of the 65th was said to 
have lost every officer. 

Allied Advance Slow. 


Continued pouring rain as well 
as fierce enemy resistance made 
the Allied advance everywhere a 
slow, desperate process. Every 
foot gained was a struggle. When 
British infantry stormed and re- 
occupied Monastery ridge, on the 
southern slope of Mt. Camino, 
they found it littered with Ger- 
man dead. The Nazis literally 
defending their winter line “at al] 
costs.” 


The mountain village of Camino, 
taken after a sharp battle, is 
three miles southwest of Mignano. 
Acquapendola is five miles south- 
west of Mignano, and Cocuruzza 
one-half mile southwest of Acqua- 
pendola. Slowly but surely Clark’s 
troops were closing in on strategic 
Mignano, a village of some 2,000, 
where the Via Casilina tunnels 
through the mountains into the 
valleys leading to Rome. 

An NBC broadcast from Algiers 
reported advance U. S. units here 
only one and one-half miles from 
the Camino plain, where tanks 
could be brought into the battle. 


Allied Casualties 


In Italy Fighting 

LONDON, Dec. 8.—(#)—The 
British-American Allies have lost 
5,023 men killed and 16,800 
wounded in the fighting in Italy, 
latest casualty figures showed to- 
night. 

British casualties in Italy from 
the invasion on September 3 to 
November 23 were 3,212 killed, 
9,708 wounded and 3,153 missing, 
the war office announced. 

Secretary Henry L. Stimson an- 
nounced last week in Washington 
that American units of the Fifth 
Army had lost 1,811 killed, 7,091 
wounded and 2,670 missing since 
the beginning of operations on 
the Italian mainland. 
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Reds Fall Back 
At Kiev Before 


2,000 Tanks 


LONDON, Dec. 8.—(#)—Rus- 
sian columns closing around 
Znamenka outflanked this Dnieper 
bend rail center from the south to- 
day by cutting the big rail line 
to Nikolaev, but the Red Army 
fell back for the second [straight 
day in the Kiev bulge before a 
mighty German counterattack 
powered by almost 2,000 tanks. 


The Znamenka-Nikolaev line 
was cut at Sharovka, 15 miles 
south of Znamenka, marking a 13- 
mile advance in 24 hours from 
Pantaevka. The district center of 
Novaya Praga was overrun en 
route. 


North of the rail hub another 
Soviet column which had already 
cut the line to Smela, captired 
Elizavetgradka, 13 miles  north- 
west of Znamenka. This town is 
only five miles from the subsidi- 
ary junction of Khirovka, astride 
the Germans’ last rail escape route 
from Znamenka, a line running 
west to Kirovograd. 


Third Railway Cut. 


Other Russian forces were only 
two miles from Znamenka itself, 
Moscow reports said, as three of 
the four railroads leading from 
the area were cut. 


But the Russians were fighting 
a desperate battle north of this 
area in the Kiev bulge, where 
they admitted their second retreat 
in two days and indicated that 
Chernyakhov, on the rail line be- 
tween Zhitomir and Korosten, was 
either lost or outflanked. 

Identifying the hottest arena in 
the battle area as “northeast of 
Chernyokhov,” the Moscow com- 
munique, recorded by the Soviet 
monitor, said “our troops evacuat- 
ed a number of populated places.”

The Russians, under General Nik- 
olai Vatutin, had moved in mobile 
artillery over miles of hub-deep 
mud roads to meet it. 

Moscow dispatches said the 
Germans were using the largest 
group of big tanks ever employed 
on the Soviet front in their de- 
termined effort to liquidate this 
threat to the very heart of their 
Russian defenses. They were con- 
centrated on a 40-mile battlefront 
between the Korosten and Zhito- 
mir highways leading into Kiev. 

The Germans were aided by ex- 
cellent east-west rail communica- 
tions leading into the area from 
their deep rear while the Russians 
were at a communications disad- 
vantage, but Moscow reports said 
the Germans have failed to make 
a breakthrough despite the grad- 
ual Soviet retreat. 


Reds Rely on Cannons. 


Battling on the flat, snow-cov- 
ered steppes, the Russians were 
depending on their massed artil- 
lery to break the German smash, 
for they were completely outnum- 
bered in tanks. The Russian 152- 
mm guns were the backbone of 
the Russian lineup and were 
largely responsible for the Ger- 
man losses. 

Although the Germans, under 
cover of bad weather which pro- 
hibited Soviet air attack, piled up 
great stores of offensive equip- 
ment in the area, Moscow dis- 
patches showed no sign of alarm 
and emphasized the Red army had 
taken up strong positions on a 
new defense line. 

A Berlin radio report declared 
the Russians lost 8,000 dead and 
many prisoners to the counterof- 
fensive..

PEARL HARBOR, Dec. 8.—(AP)—Six Japanese ships, 
including two light cruisers, were sunk, four other vessels 
damaged and at least 72 Nipponese planes destroyed by U. S. 
carrier task forces which attacked the enemy-held Marshall 
Islands in the mid-Pacific last Saturday, Admiral Chester W. 


Nimitz announced today. 


The American forces, command-? 


ed by Rear Admiral Charles A. 
Pownall, then beat off vigorous 
and prolonged attacks by enemy 
torpedo and bombing planes. One 
unidentified American ship re- 
ceived minor damage and there 
were “light” aircraft losses. 

In addition to the cruisers, an 
oiler and three cargo transports 
were sunk. The ships damaged 
were a troop transport and three 
cargo transports. 

The communique, issued simul- 
taneously here and in Washing- 
ton, thus: broke the silence that 
for two days had followed the 
terse announcement that our 
forces, quickly following up the 
conquest of the Gilbert islands, 
had carried the weight of the new 
central Pacific offensive to the 
Marshall chain. 

Besides the 72 enemy planes de- 
stroyed in aerial combat, an un- 
determined number of bombers 
were demolished or damaged in 
the strafing of runways and air- 
dromes. Various ground installa- 
tions were destroyed or damaged. 

The attack was directed at 
Kwaualein, Rio and Wotje islets, 
which are air bases, and at Ebeye 
island. Enemy ships were lying at 
anchor in the Kwajalein and 
Wotje lagoons, indicating the Jap- 
anese were caught off guard. 

The presence of troop arid cargo 


ships in the ein and Wotje 


was strengthening those already 
strong bastions in anticipation of 
an American invasion attempt. 

A fleet spokesman said there 
was no indication that Japanese 
surface forces had made any at- 
tempt to intercept the carrier 
force. Instead, the enemy relied on 


planes, which was pronounced a 
virtual failure. 


While the strength of the car- 


rier force was a secret, the spokes- 
man said more than one carrier 
division participated. There are 
four “flat-tops” in a carrier divi- 
sion. 

Of the 72@planes destroyed, 64 
were shot down in combat by our 
carrier planes.

An investigation into a fire which destroyed Faith Hall 
at Oglethorpe University is under way, it became, known 
when students of the university’s medical school received a 
form letter asking them for information. 


The letter, which asks the na-< 
tionality of each student, also seeks 
to learn whether or not the stu- 
dent has received any disciplinary 
action and asks whether or not he 
had heard any fellow students 
boasting of or approving destruc- 
tion of the hall. 

Faith Hall, a two-story building, 
housed about 35 students who 
managed to escape with practically 
all their personal effects when the 
fire was discovered about 3:45 
p. m. Sunday, September 19. 

“There have been rumors on 
the campus which made it seem 
advisable to the dean to address 
letters to all students along that 
line,” Dr. Thornwell Jacobs, pres- 
ident, said when asked if there 
was any possibility that the fire 
might have been of incendiary 
origin. 

He said that he and Dr. G. C. 
Mance, the dean, had heard these 
rumors, and that Dr. Mance had 
decided to send out the letter.

The possibilities behind the 
Turkish accord range from direct 
aid by Turkey in the war, to 
granting of air and other bases, or 
to even more passive assistance. 

The best available information 
in Cairo was that Turkey would 
not actively enter the conflict soon 
unless Germany gave her direct 
cause. 


But whatever the discussions 
concerned—and it was known that 
American and British military 
men participated in some of them 
—it seemed certain that President 
Roosevelt and Prime Minister 
Churchill would not have invited 
President Inonu to Cairo without 
having something definite in mind,

80,000 Landing Craft Program 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 8.—(AP)—The Navy disclosed today 
its construction program calls for 80,000 landing craft of all 
types, of which about 25,000 already have been completed. 


Read Admiral Edward L. Coch- 
rane, chief of the Bureau of Ships, 
told of the huge program, esti- 
mated to cost between five and 


six billion dollars, at a press con- | 


ference at which he indicated the 
craft still to be built are intended 
for the offensive against Japan. 


War Production Board sources 
made known earlier this week that 
landing craft have been given top 
place in the war production pro- 
gram, and manufacturers have 
been urged to rush output of steel 
plates for them. 


Cochrane said the Navy un.- 
doubtedly would step up produc- 
tion of “alligator” landing craft, 
amphibious vessels first used at 
Guadalcanal and recently used ef- 
ficiently in the Tarawa attack. 


The “alligator” is able to tra- 
verse both water and land. At 
Tarawa it negotiated without dif- 
ficulty coral reefs on which more 
conventional landing boats hung, 
an easy prey for Japanese marks- 
men ashore. 


“There have already been pro- | 


duced 20,000 landing craft rang- 
ing from 450-foot dock ships to 
amphibian tractors,” Cochrane 
said. “These represent a_ total 
value of $1,500,000,000 exclusive 
of ordnance, 


“There also are on order today 
25,000 additional craft totalling 
$2,000,000,000, and there is pend- 
ing before congress a further au- 
thorization for approximately 20,- 
000 more craft, involving an esti- 
mated cost of $1,600,000,000. Thus 
the total program will exceed 65,- 
000 vessels in addition to which 
there are about 15,000 miscel- 
laneous small craft, rubber boats, 
rafts, etc., which are needed to 
supplement and round out the to- 
tal forces.” . 

He explained that about 5,000 
of the smaller craft have been 
completed, raising the total of 
‘completed landing craft of all 
types to 25;000. 
| During the next year, the ad- 


|miral said, one out of every four 


dollars to be spent by the Navy 


for ship construction of all kinds 
will be spent on landing craft. 
As of December Ist, 67 ship- 
yards and plants were building 
landing craft of approximately 15 


types required to cover various 
conditions under which the war is 
being fought around the world. 


“To meet the requirements of 
the offensives to come, the objec- 
tives of tge landing craft program 
must be _ fulfilled,” Cochrane 
added. “This will require Hercu- 
lean efforts on the part of all con- 
cerned. The success of the DE (de- 
stroyer escort) program proves 
that the job can be done.” 


“The DE program is still less 
than half finished and while now 
somewhat less urgent than it was 
last year, owing to the improved 
situation in the Atlantic, the pro- 
gram, with some adjustments, is 
being carried through because 
these vessels can perform exceed- 
ingly useful service in the Pa- 
cific.” 

By the end of this month about 
300 DE’s will have been complet- 
ed, with a value of approximately 
$1,000,000,000.

If a 
Balkans campaign developed, it 
was believed that Turkey would 
not stand entirely idle. 

It was disclosed that Amer- 
ican air transport and _ shuttle 
services set up especially for the 
three conferences had employed 
15 four-engined planes, carrying 
250 persons and 15 tons of sup- 
plies over five continents—the 
Americas, Europe, Asia and Af- 
rica—and perhaps Australia. 

A courier service was maintain- 
ed from Washington to Cairo, 
taking three to five days, and also 
was extended to Teheran. 


President Inonu 


Back in Turkey 


ANKARA, Turkey, Dec. 8.—(/P) 
President Ismet Inonu of Turkey 
arrived back in Ankara today 
from his Cairo talks with Presi- 
dent Roosevelt and Prime Muinis- 
ter Churchill and was greeted by 
diplomats, national assembly 
members and swarms of wildly 
cheering citizens. 

The conference was generally 
interpreted here as one of the fi- 
nal developments in a prelude to 
war. 

A Turkish communique issued 
on the historic gathering made no 
mention of military personnel or 
military discussions at the meet- 
ings. It was recalled here, how- 
ever, that Inonu himself is an 
Army general, (It was emphasiz- 
ed officially in Cairo that no Turk- 
ish military men were present, 
aside from two aides de camp who 
wore mutfti.) 

The communique said_ that 
Inonu’s participation was a “strik- 
ing manifestation of the alliance 
which united Great Britain and 
Turkey and the solid friendship 
between Turkey and the United 
States and Russia.”

The Tokyo radio used the name 


‘of Emperor Hirohito as authority 


for saying the bulk of the U. S. 
fleet was “destroyed” in the Gil- 
bert islands area. 

Berlin radio earlier had relayed 
a Tokyo summary of successes the 
Japanese clajmed to have achiev- 
ed since the start of the war. 

That summary follows: 

“In battles in the south the 
Japanese were faced by an enemy 
force of 1,000,000. Here the enemy 
lost 144,000 in dead or wounded as 
well as 413,000 prisoners or de- 
serters. Four thousand four hun- 
dred and 12 enemy planes were 
shot down and 209 vessels of all 
variety were confiscated. 

Chinese War Theater. 

“In the’ Chinese war theater the 
Japanese were faced by an enemy 
force in strength of 5,970,000. The 


‘enemy “fost 490,000 in dead and 


327,677 in prisoners or deserters.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 8.—(?)— 
The Japanese are using postage 
stamps to boast about their “vic- 
tories.” 

A few of the stamps were shown 
here by repatriates who returned 
recently on the Gripsholm. 


One pictures two tanks on a 
sandy shore with palm treés in the 
background and a Japanese flag 
on the left. Another apparently 
depicts Pearl Harbor burning aft- 
er the attack of December 7, 1941. 


The Japanese losses in the same 
period on all fronts were 54,132 
officers and ranks. 7 

“The Japanese navy’ sank 18 
battleships, 27 aircraft carriers, 92 
cruisers, 79 destroyers, 107 ssub- 
marines, six other warships of un- 
-identified type, four special ships, 
eight gunboats, seven minesweep- 
ers, 25 torpedo boats and 31 minor 
war vessels. 

“They damaged: 13 battleships, 
12 aircraft carriers, 56 cruisers, 47 
destroyers, three submarines, five 
ships of unidentified type and two 
special ships as well as six gun- 
boats, one minesweeper, three tor- 
pedo boats and 26 minor war ves- 
sels. 

“In addition 688 enemy vessels 
were sunk and 1,260 were dam- 
aged. Five thousand one hundred 
and fifty-eight enemy planes were 
shot down. 

“Losses sustained by the Japa- 
nese navy are: One battleship, two 
aircraft carriers, three cruisers, 22 


destroyers, 11 submarines and two 
special ships. One battleship and 
two aircraft carriers, five destroy- 
ers and five submarines were 
damaged. Ninety-six other craft 
were lost. One thousand two hun- 
dred and three planes crash-dived 
on enemy objectives.”

Japs Ejected 
From Tehshan 


CHUNGKING, Thursday, Dec. 
9.—(4)—Chinese troops have re- 
captured the town of Tehshan, a 
few miles south of fallen Chang- 
teh, gateway to Changsha and 
China’s “rice bowl,” the Chinese 
high command reported today. 


The town is a strategically im- 


portant point on the highway’ 
‘linking Changteh, 


captured. De- 
cember 3 by the Japanese, and 
Changsha, 

The communique said Tehshan 
had been taken by plane-support- 
ed Japanese forces December 6, 


but the Chinese, receiving rein-} 


forcements, immediately counter- 
attacked and recaptured the city 
Wednesday afternoon “after fu- 
rious fighting.” 

“Enemy remnants around the 
city are being rounded up,” the 
high command added. 

Chinese troops in southern Ho- 
nan province, meanwhile, were re- 
ported in yesterday’s communique 
to have broken into the important 
Japanese base of Sinyang and to 
have entered the suburbs of the 
enemy stronghold of Suihsien to 
the southeast in Hupeh province. 

Sinyang is 100 miles northeast 
of Hankow, central Chinese me- 
tropolis on the Yangtze river. 

This communique added that a 
Japanese attack near Kingshan, 
approximately 60 miles south of 
Suihsien and 70 miles northwest 
of Hankow, had been repulsed, 

Generalissimo Chiang Kai-shek’s 
headquarters said heavy fightin 
was still progressing north an 
east of Changteh as the Chinese 
battled to ward off a drive on 
Changsha. 

The capture of Changteh had 
forecast a Japanese drive on 
Changsha, capital of Hunan prov- 
ince, after three previous unsuc- 
cessful attempts. Changteh’s cap- 
ture also cut the vital Hunan- 
Szechwan supply line, to deprive 
the Chinese forces of one of their 
main sources of supply. 


‘Makin Taken,’ 
No Words Wastin, 
9 Japs Suicide 


NEW YORK, Dec. 8.—(4)—A 
terse two-word telegram sent by 
Major General Ralph C. Smith 
told war correspondents in the 
South Pacific theater that his 27th 
division of the United States 
Army had successfully invaded 
and conquered Makin island on 
November 23-24, The other words 


were: 

“Makin taken.” 

The general revealéd his suc- 
cinct message tonight during an 
interview from Honolulu, broad- 
cast by shortwave over the Mutual 
Broadcasting System. 

“Two hundred Koreans who 
had been imported by the Japs 
to do civilian labor were the first 
to surrender. There were many 
French missionaries on the §is- 
land.” 

General Smith said he discov- 
ered five Japanese officers seated 
in a circle, with -bullet holes in 
their heads. Although they had 
used guns instead of knives, as is 
traditional, he said they had un- 
questionably committed suicide.

U.S. Bar Sead 
Lashes OPA 


Joseph W. Henderson, of Phila- 
delphia, president of the American 
Bar Association, in making an at- 
tack upon the functioning of ad- 


ministrative tribunals in the 
United States, last night cited the 
OPA as the “prime example of a 
government agency which seeks 
habitually to set aside the rights 
guaranteed to the people by the 
Constitution.” 


Henderson spoke at a dinner 
given in his honor by the Lawyers 
Club of Atlanta at the Harris tea 
room, 22 Marietta street. Colquitt 
Carter, president of the club, act- 
ed as toastmaster. 


Henderson quoted judicial deci- 
sions which held that OPA hear- 
ing administrators were “unknown 
to congress and unknown to the 
Constitution.” The trend in ad- 
as exemplified 
by the OPA, said Henderson, was 
an outgrowth of continental ideas. 


In order to meet this condition, 
Henderson suggested four reforms 
(1) legislation, state and national, 
giving every person summoned be- 
fore an administrative tribunal the 
right to be heard; (2) every per- 
son so summoned to have _ the 
right to know exactly why he is 
summoned and what charges he 
must face; (3) every administra- 


tive agency to be required to make 
findings of fact and to set them 
forth fully in an official record 
for purposes of appeal; .(4) the 
establishment of plain, simple 
rules of procedure for such tri- 
bunals, 

A committee of the American 
Bar Association, said Henderson, 
is now drawing up a bill to put 
these reforms into law.

Blackburn explained that the 
Burlington plant operates under a 
cost plus a fixed fee contract, 
awarded in March, 1943, calling 
for production of 475 advanced 
gunnery training planes at a total 
cost of $36,937,195. The fixed fee 
for the contract is $1,450,222, he 
stated. 

Total expenditures thus far, he 
said, were $13,423,794. 

Since October, 1941, Blackburn 
continued, three contracts. had 
been awarded the plant: The first 
for 75 training planes at a cost 
of more than $4,000,000; the sec- 
ond for 400 planes for a total of 
more than $20,000,000, and the 
third and present $38,000,000 con- 
tract, which cancelled and super- 
seded the first two. 

In addition to its one accept- 
able plane, the investigator testi- 
fied the plant has put out three 
completed sets of unassembled 
plane parts for delivery to other 
airplane plants. 

The subcommittee, headed by 
Chairman Costello, Democrat, Cal- 
ifornia, heard from three former 
employes of the plant that there 
was “plenty of idleness” among 
employes. They asserted, how- 
ever, that it was due to manage- 
ment inefficiency rather than to 
the workers themselves.

National support has been slow in coming 
to Governor Ellis Arnall's proposal to enfran- 
chise the nation’s youth by lowering the legal 
voting age from 21 to 18. 


Indeed some critics of the plan have already 
begun to whisper that Georgia may not only 
be the first—but the only—state in the union 
to do so. 

Encouraging. therefore, to advocates of the 
move to lower the voting age is the fact that 
more and more newspapers with national in- 
fluence are coming around to editorial indorse- 
ment of it. Some of these, to be sure, fall 
under the category of tentative, or qualified, 
indorsements but a growing number, never- 
theless, are thinking and saying that Georgia 
may well have something there. 

Latest indication of this growing recogni- 
tion comes from the scholarly editorial columns 
of The Christian Science Monitor, which says, 
in part: 

“It is acknowledged that, on the whole, 
bovs and girls today at 18 are more mature 
than were their parents at that age. They are 
more conscious of world affairs and better 
informed on national issues. 

“That is not to say that they’re adult in 
their viewpoint or experienced enough to form- 
ulate balanced judgments at all times.

The presence of Stalin at the Teheran con- 
ferences forcuses the world’s attention on this 
heretofore enigmatic figure. As a general rule, 
the public seems satisfied with the Russian 
leader, the way he looked, the way he handled 
himself, the way he appeared in complete 
accord with the aims and purposes of: the 
United Nations to fight Fascism to the death. 
Yet there remains a small group which won- 
ders. 

In this group are those who give a sort of 
all-wise mental shrug and say, either aloud or 
to themselves, “I wonder about this guy Stalin. 
I wonder about those Russians. Maybe-—-maybe 
—maybe someday we'll have to fight them.” 
But’ these persons never follow through with 
the logical thought: “Why?” For why should we 
fight them? Or they fight us? Let’s take a 
Jook at the record. 

The Russians have no background of ag- 
gression in the greedy German sense. They 
have stuck to their own back:ard. They have 
come a long way since 1917. For one thing, 
the Comintern has been dissolved. The Rus- 
sian church is on the way to'returning to its 
proper place in the scheme of things. The 
Russian armies have done nobly in the battle 
against the Germans. The Germans have in- 
flicted great damage on Russia. Surely the 
Russians will be busy with their own affairs 
after the war.

Protecting Timber 

Great merit is attached to the proposal 
to establish a state-wide fire patrol to help 
protect war-essential timber. 

Several counties in the state have set up 
such a fire-fighting and prevention program 
during the past decade and, without exception, 
have been gratified at the results. 

The state set-up, as envisioned by State 
Forester J. M. Tinker, would supplement rather 
than replace the various county units now in 
operation. 

“Forest fires,” as Tinker so logically points 
out, “Do not respect coynty boundary lines. 
When.the blazes sweep from the counties pro- 
tected by forest fire-fighting units into unpro- 
tected counties, there is seldom any provision 
for the county units to pursue the blaze over 
the county line. State fire patrolmen should 
not be hampered by such technicalities.” 

Moreover, it is pointed out, such a program 
could be inaugurated without great additional 
expense to the state in as nnuch as the nine 
district foresters already employed could very 
well, properly equipped, form the nucleus of 
the unit, 

No Georgian who has ridden down the high- 
ways of his home state and pondered the tragic 
waste of burning woods and blackened timber 
can or will deny that too long already have 
we waited to get such a program underway. 


The Right Idea 


Gadabout Harold Martin, who writes so 
excellently of the Georgia scene for The Con- 
stitution’s opposite-editorial page, reports from 
Columbus that Fort Benning, for all the rumors 
of an early peace, goes steadfastly about its 
business of preparing for a long war. 

“The headlines may hint of Axis collapse,” 
writes Martin, “and deep in the hearts of 
civilians may grow that feeling that peace is 
near. These things may be true. But Benning 
pays no attention. The world’s greatest infan- 
try school goes about its job of turning out 
officers like a factory whose management does 
not foresee the day when its products will not 
be needed. That is the only way, its leaders 
feel, to hasten the day when they won’t be.”

- WASHINGTON PARADE

CAN’T TAKE IT WASHINGTON, Dec. 8.—The Democrats are 
a type of political animal that just can't 
stand prosperity. Given to them in small doses, they seem to 
thrive on it, as any hungry man does after a long period of near- 
starvation. But once the cup of plenty is filled to overflowing, 
they become cantankerous and unruly, critical and jealous of 
their own leaders, and Jacking in that degree of unity which is 
necessary to carry the party on to continued success. Particularly 
is this true of the southern wing of the party. 
Perhaps it is all due to the long periods of politi- 
cal privation the party has suffered since the 
Civil War. In all that time the Democrats have 
elected only three Presidents—Cleveland, Wilson, 

and Franklin D. Roosevelt. 

It may well be advanced as a plausible thesis 
that the Democrats, during these periods of polit- 
ical privation, have become so accustomed to 
being the minority party that they are incapable 
of functioning for long as the majority party. 
Responsibility grates on them. Sooner or later, 
the old hankering to criticize asserts itself, even 
at the cost of their own leaders, and disunity, 
which is the prelude to downfall, sets in. 

The early days of the first Roosevelt admin- 
istration were the most profitable in the history 
of the party. The dry rot of too much pros- 
perity had not begun, and the party set out 

to accomplish some of the greatest legislative reforms that had 
been achieved in years. 

With a vengeance there were passed in rapid succession such 

notable advances in the science of government as the social security 
act, the federal deposit insurance law, the stock exchange regula- 
tion act, new wages and hours standards, abolition of holding 
companies, the great TVA experiment, and a number of other 
measures, all designed to produce a more equitable economic 
development. No one now dares to propose the repeal of these 
needed reforms. 
_ During that first Roosevelt administration the party fune- 
tioned so well as a cohesive unit that the country returned it to 
power with the greatest majority in all history. Roosevelt carried 
all but two of the 48 states. 


HONEYMOON OVER But the honeymoon began to end in 


the second administration. Too much 
prosperity began to assert itself—political prosperity. The carpers 
and the critics began rearing their heads. This was more true of 
the party in the south than any other section of the country. 
~ Virginia had its Senator Byrd, more critical of the President 
than any Republican. North Carolina was represented in the 
anvil chorus by Senator Bailey, who, to his credit, it should be 
said, however, has returned somewhat to the fold since then. In 
South Carolina it was and still is Senator Cotton Ed Smith. a 
perennial hater of the first order. 

Georgia for a time was represented in the group by Senator 
Walter F. George, but more to his credit than any of the others 
involved he is now, despite“the purge campaign launched against 
him in 1938, co-operating with the administration just about 100 
per cent, with the result that he is one of the most respected 
members of the party. 

Texas has its present-day Senator O'’Daniél, the flour sales 
man turned politico, while Louisiana in the past had its Huey 
Long. A number of lesser fry from several of the other southern 
states could be named. 

Woodrow Wilson, during his second administration. was 
plagued with much of the same thing. No doubt the bickering 
and disunity which he had to contend with in his own party 
contributed largely to the Republican landslide that followed 
his retirement. 


HISTORY REPEATING? And now history seems to be re- 


peating itself. The Democrats are 

running true to form. Although théy are in control of both houses 
of congress and are therefore in position to checkmate Republican 
moves for exploiting disaffection on the home front, actually they 
are playing hand in glove with the Republicans. 

It must be a matter of too much political prosperity. 
party simply seems incapable of taking it in excessive doses. 

Take the recent senate vote on the bill to provide for absentee 
ballots for servicemen, for example. It was defeated, 42 to 37, 
largely through the defection of 24 Democrats, all but six of 
whom were from the south or border states. 

By that vote alone the Democrats may have sacrificed the 
next presidential election. The latest poll of the American 


The 


Institute of Public Opinion indicates that the next national elec- 


tion may easily turn on the servicemeg’s vote, now predomi- 
nantly Democratic. 

The Republicans know this only too well. They have sought 
through every devious means possible to kill the bill without 
committing themselves directly. Consequently a majority of them 
were more than willing to team up with 24 Democrats in scuttling 
the measure by passing a pink water substitute returning the 
whole problem to the individual states, which, of course, will 
never do anything about it. 

As a result, some seven to ten million servicemen and 
women will be disfranchised in the next election—prevented from 
taking part in the election of a. president at the most vital point 
in our history. 

It may well cost the Democrats the next election. Perhaps 
it should. Not until the party learns to settle its differences inside 
instead of outside the party, to put up a united front in lieu of 
the bickering and strife that has gone on for the past several years, 
will it deserve a long, uninterrupted tenure of control. 

In short, what the Democrats need to learn is how to stand 
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of the staying powers of his prod- | 


uct.

SUBSIDIES. 


Editor, Constitution: I am not 
ready to admit that subsidies are 
either moral or economical. We 
should not charge a part of the 
cost of what we buy for ourselves 
to the account of some other peo- 
ple in some other generation. It 
inflates the public debt and con- 
sumer perchasing power in a scar- 
city market. Double inflation. 

Again, it would benefit most 
certain groups who have already 
benefitted: from wage raises, and 
who are perhaps the most power- 
ful proponents of the subsidy, so I 
ask—Is there no other way? 

I think so—one that is both hon- 
est and deflationary. The sub- 
sidy is neither, It’s a long time 
charge account open to everybody. 
It’s like raising everybody’s salary. 
It adds excess to excess and in- 
creases scarcity by raising con- 
sumption. That’s the subsidy in 
operation—just another way to 
make money worthless. 

Inflation is not a force that can 
be postponed, as the subsidy at- 
tempts to do. Any solution not 
aimed to take all the spending 
cash in the market is misdirected 
and futile effort. 

The government can step in and 
take, as a tax on spending, exact- 
ly what business would take an 
extra profit. The public would 
be out no more money on account 
of the tax because inflation al- 
ways takes all. It never fails. 
In the erd traders get all the 
cash and the people get all the 
goods. 

These are the harsh rules of free 
enterprise and the natural law of 
cause and effect—the laws of in- 
evitability—puny men would seek 
to make null and void. They think 
in some tomorrow the low income 
class will be less hurt. Or ig it 
politics? ’ 

One very able Senator said that 
perhaps it would be better to let 
inflation take its course and re- 
capture the excess profits by tax- 
ation. The senator knew the peo- 
ple would blame business and 
elect him to the senate again. 

Only such political cowardice 
has prevented the enactment of a 
sales tax, and which, in turn, 
would have prevented inflation, 
and it would have checked strikes 
because it would take more face 
to strike against taxes.

ALLIED HEADQUARTERS, Algiers, Dec. 8.—(By Wire- 
less)—We flew again over the Sahara. The desert air for a 


thousand feet above the groun 


d was thick with blowing sand 


and you could not see the earth from your plane window. 


At one place we came down 
through a veil of sand to land on 
the outpost of asfield that was 
isolated, bare an remote from 
anything in the world. 

“What an awful place to have 
to serve,” the passengers said as 
we got out for a few minutes’ 
stretch.

LONDON, Dec. 8.—(4)—British 
courts, which recently ruled that 
money saved by a wife in her 
housekeeping accounts belongs not 
to her but to her husband, dealt 
wives another jolt today. 


A magistrate in Tonbridge, mar- 
ket-town southeast of London, 

ruled that a husband has the 
right go decide who is to enter his 
home, including in-laws. The case 
before the bench involved a wife 
seeking a separation from her 
husband who was employed out of 
town. Coming home for occasional 
weekends, she charged, he object- 
ed to finding her sister there as 
an overnight guest. 

The chairman of the bench dis- 
missed her application, ruling that 
a “wife must realize that a hus- 
band is the master in his own 
house,” and is entitled to rule on 
those » Ww who cross his threshold.

Canned Goods 
To Cost More 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 8.—(4/)— 
Price increases allowed packers of 
this year’s crop of certain fruits 
and vegetables will be passed on 
to the consumer, the Office of 
Price Administration said today in 
an announcement of revised reg- 
ulations. 

OPA exempted home canners 
from price controls if they sell 
less than 1,500 quarts a year. 


Increased maximum prices, ef- 


fective December 14, were grant- 


ed commercial processors to meet 
higher raw material costs, OPA 
said. 

For the retail consumer, canned 
sweet potatoes will advance ap- 
proximately two cents for a No. 2 
can. Canned mushrooms will cost 
16 cents more for a four-ounce 
can. Maraschino cherries will rise 
— cents more on an eight-ounce 
ar 

Prunes are a subsidized crop, 
but OPA explained that approved 
Wage increases in processors’ 
plants will bring an increase of 
approximatel yone-fifth on a 32- 
ounce bottle of prune juice, for 
example. 

For the first time processors’ 
maximum prices are established 
for No. 2 cans of turnip and mus- 
tard greens, with the top price 
for a dozen No. 2 grade A (or 
fancy) cans set at 95 cents. 

The comparably rare items of 
fancy wholesale tomatoes and cen- 
ter cuts of asparagus are granted 
increases which will mean approx- 
imately a one-cent additional cost 
at retail on No. o cane. 


Meat Rationing 
Holiday Asked 
In New Bill 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 8.—(#)—~ 
A 60-day holiday from meat ra- 
tioning was proposed today in a 
bill introduced by Representative 
Wilson, Republican, Indiana. He 
said “thousands of pounds of meat 
are spoiling’ and millions of 
pounds “on the hoof” are eating 
feed which should be saved for 
next year’s livestock.

Roosevelt Proclaims New Year’s Day 
As a ‘Day of Prayer’ for Guidance 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 8.—(4)— 
President Roosevelt has proclaim- 
ed January 1 as a national day 
of prayer for “strength and guid- 
ance for the problems of widen- 
ing warfare and for the responsi- 
bilities of increasing victory.” 

The text of the proclamation, 
made public today by the White 
House, follows: 

“At the end of the year 1943, 
which has not only made manifest 
the devotion and courage of our 
nation’s sons but has also crowned 
their efforts with brilliant success 
on every battlefront, it is fitting 
that we set aside a day of prayer 
to give thanks to Almighty God 
for His constant providence over 
us in every hour of national peace 
and national peril. 

“At the beginning of the New 
Year 1944, which now lies before 
us, it is fitting that we pray to 
be preserved from false pride of 
accomplishment and from wilful 


neglect of the last measure of 
public and private sacrifice neces- 
sary to attain final victory and 
peace, 

“May we humbly seek strength 
and guidance for the problems of 
widening warfare and for the re- 
sponsibilities of increasing victory, 
May we find in the infinite mercy 
of the God of our fathers some 
measure of comfort for the per- 
sonal anxieties of separation and 
anguish of bereavement. 

“Now, therefore, I, Franklin D. 
Roosevelt, President of the United 
States of America, do hereby ap- 
point Saturday, the first day of 
January, 1944, as a day of prayer 
for all of us, in our churches, in 
our homes, and in our hearts, 
those of us who walk in the fa- 
miliar paths of home, those who 
fight on the wide battlefields of 
the world, those who go down to 
the sea in ships, and those who 
rise in the air on wings.”

NEW YORK, Dec. 8.—(#)—The 
4,019 boxers who have traded in 
their ring trunks for uniforms in 
Uncle Sam’s armed forces today 
were awarded the 1943 Edward J. 
Neil Memorial plaque, given an- 
nually by the Boxing Writers’ As- 
sociation of New York for out- 
standing service to the sport. 

The trophy, established in mem- 
ory of the Associated Press sport 
writer and war correspondent 
who was killed during the war 
in Spain in 1938, will be awarded 
in the name of the “fighting box- 
ers” at the association’s annual 
dinner January 19 and will be 
hung in their name in the lobby 
of Madison Square Garden. 

This annual Neil trophy will be 
accepted by a committee of boxers 
representing every branch of the 
armed forces and is being award- 
ed in the name of all boxers, past 
or present, living or dead, who 
served or are serving the United 
States. 

18 Killed in Action. 

Available records show 18 box- 
ers have been killed in action; 
seven others have met accidental 
death since entering the military; 
nine are missing in ~~ action and 
some 40 have been wounded. 
About 500 are carrying on boxing 
and morale programs in camps in 
this country, at bases here and 
overseas and aboard the Navy’s 
battleships. 

In making the award to the 
group of 4,019—and any more 
who may enter the service during 
the war—the boxing writers de- 
parted for the first time from the 
custom of giving the bronze 
plaque to an individual. Jack 
Dempsey won the first one, fol- 
lowed by Billy Conn, Henry Arm- 
strong, Joe Louis, and, last year, 
Barney Ross. Four of these five 
now are wearing United States 
uniforms. 

The decision to make the award 
to all boxers in the armed forces 
was reached after considerable 
discussion on individual candi- 
dates. Among these were former 
Middleweight Champion Fred 
Apostoli, who has been in five ma- 
jor engagements aboard a battle- 
ship; Benny Leonard, the Army’s 
top boxing instructor in World 
War I and now doing the same 
thing for men in the Maritime 
Service, and Nat Fleischer, pub- 
lisher of Ring magazine.
